Minister of Interior Given a Warm 
Reception—Reviews Legislation 
Affecting the West. 


Winnipeg, Sept, 16—Hon. Frank Oliver, 
Minister of the Interior, arrived in the 
city early this afternoon from Fort Wil- 
liam on the Toronto express. He was 
accorded a warm welcome to the West, 
many of tha local Liberals being at the 


depot to mect him. Among thpse in the 
crowd were Edward Brown, “f Portage 
in Prairie, Aiderman Cox, Alderman 


Midwinter, J. G. Dagg, Thomas John- 
ston, M.P.P., Andrew Strange, John 
Speers, W. L. Beattle, A. E. Bowles, J. 
H. Gron, R. R, Pattison, J. W. Cock- 
burn, J. Bruce Walker, F. C. Hamilton, 
Dr, Beath, W. F. McSwain, P.M. Ander- 
son, Ira Stratton and many others. Mr. 
Oliver proceeded at once to the Royal 
Alexandra where, apartments had been 
reserved for him, and where an informal 
reception was held. Immediately after- 
wards the consideration of business mat- 
ter was entered «mn and numerous western 
peopla were in conference with the min- 
ister, 
Important ‘Western Legistation. 

On being seen by a representative of 
the Western Associated Press Mr. Oliver 
stated that although the business of the 
Houso was much impeded during the ses- 
sion, considerable progress had been 
made in legislation and many questions 
have been tuken up which were of great 
importance to the people of the west. 
Being asked with reference to these 
specific questions Mr. Oliver suggested 
the importance of the amendments which 
had been made in the Grain Act. These 
amendments had been introduced in the 
senate by Sir Richard . Cartwright and 
had been carried through the House by 
Mr. Oliver. One of these amendments 
provided for the preservation of the iden- 
tity of the grade of the grain from the 
producer to the consumer. 

There was also an amendment lookin 
in the direction of the preservation of 
the identity of the grain from the pro- 
ducer to the consumer in 16,000 bushel 
lots. It had heen provided that the eas- 
tern transfer elevator should be placed 
under government inspection, as was the 
case with the elevators at Fort William 
and Port Arthur, so that the matter of 
transportation of grain from the harvest 
field to the coast should be under govern- 
ment control and supervision. 

The New Land Act. 

Speaking. of the Land Act which had 
attracted so much Atterition throughout 
all Western Canada, Mr. Oliver stated 
that the purpose of the act had been to 
withdraw the reservation froriy the odd- 
num sections, which had not- been 
granted to the railway companies, and 
to throw these sections open to settlers. 
Between twenty and thirty million acres 
of laid were affected by this change in 
the law. Another purpose of the bill was 
to make provision in accordance with 
the needs of the country for larger farms 
in the central area of the grain growing 
regions of the West by granting pre- 
emption rights, This nsw ‘and had 
gone into effect on Sept. Ist, and on the 
morning of that day people had been 
lined up at 9 o'clock in front of all the 
land offices of the West, and the demand 
for these lands had been very great. In 
seven days over six thousand people had 
made entries and over one million acres 
had been disposed of. 

More Homestéads Than Pre-Emptions. 

The demand for pre-emptions in pro- 
portion to the demand for homesteads 
had not been as great as some people 
had anticipated, Although many settlers 
had been vaiting to make entries for pre- 
emptions the total number of home- 
steads applied for enter the wet hod boen 
greater than the pre-e nptions, le cer 
tain agencies the enivics wer chiefly tor 
homesteade, and in one or two all the 
entries were of this class, no ind bein 
available for pre-emptians. 

Tho volunteer serip bill had alse én- 
gaged tho attention of the minister, dir- 
ing the session. ‘This bill provided that 
land shall be available for the volunteers 
who served in the South African war. 
One of the nrovjsions of the bill is to the 
effect that the applicant for land under 
the bill shall substantiate his claim 
with the militia department before it can 
be taken up by the department of the 
Interior, Thore had been some delay in 
the handling of the matter by the de- 
partment of militia, but the forms were 
now available at all the land offices, and 
there would be no deiay in the work of 
the Department of the Interior in the 
disposition of these claims as they aroxe. 

Grading af Oats. 

Tn connection with the changes in the 
Grain Act, amendments had been intro- 
duced in the act to adjust the grading of 
vats, and to make provision for cases 
which had not previously been consider: 
ed. Last sear there had been Jarge am 
ounts of cats in the country which were 
perfectly satisfactory for feed but whieh 
were not satisfactory for seed or for 
milling purposés. There had been an 
adjustment of the grades to provide for 
this condition, arid there had alto beén 
an adjustmiénf of the grades of the red 
winter Wheat of Alberta. 

Turning to other mattérs Mr. Oliver 
spoke briefly of the work of the depart- 
ment of Immigration. There had been 
few charges, in thé act govefning the 
work of immigration during the winter, 
but impértant orders in council had been 
issued under the act which had greatly 
affected the work of the department. ‘The 
government had refused to admit the im. 
migrants sent to Canada by the charity 
organizations of the Mother Cougtry, un- 
less the¥e infmigrants were in h cate’ 
passed bv the 
partment in Lordon, 

Hostility Dissappears. 

It had been feasted that this décivion 
of the Canadian government might be re- 
garded as a hostile act by influential or-

Labor Market Protected. 

Through the operation of this order in 
council the country had been protected 
during the time of a slack labor market 
from the effects of the arrival of a large 
number of immigrants not too well suit- 
ed to the west and at the same time the 
stream of really desirable immigants had 
not been interfered with. Action had 
also Been taken to prevent a certain 
abuse in connection with the admittance 
of Asiatics into Canada. Orientals had 
secured admission to the country in the 
pastas students, the interpretation of 
his word being strained.

GOVERNMENT ENGINEER 
INSPECTING THE G. T.P. 


Collingwood Schreiber, Who Has Been 
er Line East From Princs 
Rupert, is Now in Edmenton to 
Inspect Construction Work East 
and West From City. 


Collingwood Schreiber, chief 
ernment engineer in charge of the 
construction of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway in Canada, arrived in 
the city this morning in his private 
car, He is making an _ inspection 
trp of the construction werk being 
earried on by the G.T.P. He is ac. 
companied by his private secretary, 
S. R. Loftus, and by L. K. Jones, of 
Ottawa, secretary of the 
of Railways and Canals of the 
minion government, 

Mr. Schreiber has just returned 
from the Pacific coast, where he made 
a thorough inspectioy of the line be- 
ing built eastward from Prince Ru- 
pert. The contracting firm of Foley, 
Wc'ch & Stewart, who have the con- 
tract for grading the right of way of 
109 miles of tlits line, have a ape 
force of men at work on this con. 
tract and are pushing the work 1s 
rapidly as possible. 

“T went over the whole of their 
contract,’ said Mr. Schreiber to 4 
Bulletin representative this morning 
“to see the nature of the work and 
the progress being made. The great- 
er part of this contract is hard rocl: 
work, which requires a great deal of 
blasting, and is much more difficult 
than the grading of the right of way 
near Edmonton. They have a force 
of 2,000 men at work on this part of 
the line and could use 500 or 600 more 
finding it

quite easily. They are 
rather difficult, however, to 
sufficient: men,” 


“Are they employing any Asiatic 
labor,” Mr, Schreiber was asked. 

“No,” was the reply. “Only white 
men are being given work on the 
G.T.P. But white men must be forth- 
coming in sufficient numbers, for it 
would hardly be good policy to hold 


up the construction of this line be- 
cause white men were scarce, while at 
the same time Asiaties now in the 
country could be used.” 

After visiting Prince Rupert, Mr 
Schreiber ascended the Skeena river 
to a point above Kilsalas Canyon, and 
herdred miles from 
Prines Rupert, following the surveyed 
reitts, Cotumiunieation between the 
various cutips has to be tivintained 
by meons of steamboats, as the road- 
bed must virtually be blasted out of 
the rocky bluffs along the river 
bank. One steamer was lost this 
vear by Foley, Welch & Stewart. The 
changes in this part of the G.T.P 
route are itsigniticant, as She railway 
has come to an amicable 
settlenient with the various caaning 
companies respeeting the 
way across tueir property. 

This morning Mr. Schreiber drove 
down to Clover Bar to inspect — the 
G.T.P. bridge being erected across the 
Savkatchewan, river at that point 
He was accompanied by L. K. Jones, 
of the Dominion Department of Rai!- 
ways and Canals, and R, W. Jones. 
divisional engineer of the G.T.P. from 
Suskatoon to Edmonton. The party 
will also inspect the 20,000. cubis 
yard fill of the Canadian White Com- 
pany immediately west of the bridge.

IS ELECTION DAY 


General Elections in Five Weeks. 
Thanksgiving Day Probably 
November oth. 


Ottawa, Ont., Sept. 16.3eMonday, 
Octobér 26th, has beon definitely de- 
cided on as the date for the general 
elections, with ncminsvions a week 
earlier, on October iv. The decision 
was reached at a meefing of the 
cabinet council this afternoon, at 
which the ministers in attendance 
were Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Hon. R, W. 
Scott, Hon. L. P. Brodeur, Hon. Ro- 
dolphe Lemieux and Hon. George P. 
Graham. Curiously enough, it was 
probably the last meeting which wil) 
be attended by Hon. R. W. Scott, 
who will be succeeded as secretary of 
state by Charles Murphy, K.C. 

The proclamation dissolving the pre 
sent parliament was signed by His 
Excelleney Earl Grey tonight, on we 
eve of his departure for the West, and 
will appear in an extra of the Canada 
Gazette, which will be issued on 
Thursday. Apparently the ministers 
were pretty well decided as to the 
date, for they were only in session & 
couple of hours and disposed of other 
business besides setting the date of 
the election. 

Date Not Predicted. 

In all the predictions made as to 
the date of the elections the date 
chosen has not been mentioned, for 
the season, probably, that no one 
supposed that a Monday would be 
chosen. In selecting the first work- 
ing day of the week, the government 
has been guided by the consideration 
that it will give-commercial men and 
others whose business keeps them 
away from home a chance to put in 
their vote, election day being in busi- 
ness circles practically a holiday. 
Another consideration is that Novem 
ber weather is unsuited for campatgn 
yurposes, and still another. that will 
fears ample time for calling a Novem 
ber session of parliament if it is decid- 


ed to abide by the practice of the 
past two years. 
Railway Commissioners, 
The Ministers before adjournment 
passed orders in council filling the

Mr. Darcy Scott, the present mayor ot 
Ottawa, and son of Hon, R. W. Scott, 
becomes assistant chairman, and Hon.

The appointment of Alderman 
Foran, of Ottawa, as secretary of the 
new Board of Civil Service Commis« 
sionera, Was also put through: 
The Third New Commissioner. 

Professor J. 8. McLean, of Toronto 
University, who becomes a metrber 
of the Board of Railway Commission: 
ers, is an eminent political economist. 
who has made railway problems his 
specialty. He is universally regard 
ed as one of the best authorities on 
railway rates in Canada today. He 
hos made a most thorough study — of 
the subject, both in this conntry and 
im the United States, and his contri- 
butions to, the solution of railway 
problems have been considered = in- 
valunble. Professor McLean wae 
born in Siticoe County, Ontario. He 
received the degree of B.A, at the 
Toronte University, with honors in 
history and political science in 1894 
He was the Mackenzie Fellowship 
winner in 18945 and wrote a valuable 
thesis on the tariff systems of Canada. 
Following ‘this, he attended Columbia 
University, N.Y., where he took the 
A.M. degree. Being offered a fellow? 
ship in Chicago University he receiv- 
ed the degree of Ph.D. from that in- 
stitution, His thesis on the latte: 
occasion Was a history of the develop 
ment of the railway systems of Can 
ada, and is spoken of as being a most 
valuable contribution to Canadian 
literature. In 1907 he was appointed 
to the chair of history and economics 
in the University of Arkansas. Later 
he joined the faculty of the University 
of Toronto, Professor McLean mar- 
ried a daughter of Mr, J. Lorn Mac 
Dougall, formerly auditor-general. 
He has on one ,oceasion acted as

BEST ON GROUNDS 


Thousands Who Saw Provincial Govern- 
ment's Exhibit at Toronto Fair Ex- 
press This Opinion.—Novel Souvenir 
Issued Which Results in Inquiries 
from Prospective Settlers. 


The Alberta exhibit at the Industrial 
Exhibition at Toronto, was a good. sub- 
ject of study for one who wishes to 
deterinine what constitutes an éxhibit. 
the scene, the common expression of opin- 
ion. was that it was the “best and most 
novel attraction on the grounds.” When 
Dr. Orr, the genéral manager of the Fx- 
hibition, had any distinguished visitors 
to pilot over the grounds, he never failed 
to show them the Alberta exhibit. Many 
who saw it once ,returned to it again 
and brought their friends with them. 

How is it that on an oecasion where so 
many impressions are being formed one 
exhibit should stand out so prominently ? 
Is it not due to the originality of the 
idea and to the suggestiveness which it 
conveys. The suggestion of an Tlinois 
farm constructed out of corncobs is re- 
membered by visitors to the World's 
Fair at Chicago when other things are 
furgotten. A Canadian homestead in the 
Canadian building at the Dublin exhibi- 
tion, was voted the best conception on 
the grounds, At the recent Anglo-Franca 
exhibition in London an animal statue 
made of butter proved of the greatest: in- 
terest to the visitors. These along with 
the Alberta exhibit at Toronto seemed to 
touch the mainspring of the mental or. 
ganism and left.an impression which may 
be quickly recalled after many yéars. 

A Clever Souvenir. 

The exhibit, which in itself was 60 suc- 
cessful, was cleverly supplemented by a 
souvenir which was put in the hands of 
the thousands of visitors. This was in the 
nature of a post cetd) which bad on one 
side a photograph of the cowboy and the 
obstructing wheat field and on ‘the re- 
verke side a letter which reads as fol- 
Tows : 

Toronto, Sept., 1908. 

Dear ‘Folks: 

“T have just seen the Alberta Govern. 
ment exhibit at the Fair. Say! they must 
have a great Province. Wheat goes as 
high’ as 60 bushels to the acre and from 
30 to 40 is common, Oats yields from 40 
to 100 bushels, and barley from 30 to 0 
bushel. You should see the imitation 
wheat field, the grand display of native 
and tame grasses and also clovers and Al- 
falfa, Vegetables do well there.

Today’s Session of Manufacturers. 

Montreal, Sept. 17—The important 
features of the session of the Canadian 
Manufacturers association this morn- 
ing were the reports of the committee 
on teelinical education and foreign 
trade. The report of the foreign trade 
committee, after a recapitulation of 
the figures showing a great falling off 
in the imports of merchandise as fol- 
lowe: Decrease, $342,674.271 for the 
twelve months ending May, 1907, and 
$33,014,358 in 1908, said producers 
were compelled to give attention to 
this feature of Canadian trade with 
the result that some progress had been 
made, The foreign trade shows for- 
cign sales of $260,619,002 in 1908 as 
against $249,211,851 in 1907. 

The trade commissioners’ service 
was dealt with and the fact that au 
increase in the number of agents ne- 
cessary was pointed out. ; 

At prsent there are but five commis- 
siorcrs in Great Britain, Leeds, Bir- 
wnidgham, Manchéstér and Bristol, 
with the bigh commissioner in Lon- 
don. In proportion to the business 
which is $150,000,000, it atid the staff 
needs much enlargement. Ae a com- 
meteement it was recomended addi- 
tional commissioners be appointed for 
England, Treland and Scotland, im- 
mediately to be followed by others as 
rapidly as possible, 

Crificisiis were made that the 
mohthly reports issued by the depart- 
ment. ef Frade and commerce were 
made the vehicle for the free publica- 
tion of enquiries of British foreign 
houses ‘seeking to find purchasers and 
agents for their goods in Canada to 
the detriment of Canadian manufac- 
turers; Though complaints were made 
and assurances given that this would 
be discouraged it is stated no im- 
provement has been noticed. Inquir- 
ies asking for Canadian goods would 
be welcomed by the association. 

The report of the technical educa- 
tion committee says in part that the 
association hws endeavored im the 
past four years to secure the establish- 
ment of g system of schools through- 
out the country, recognizing the fact 
of the need of » thoroughly practical, 
broad-Yyused syetem of industrial edu- 
cation, The committee made the 
Suggestion that the association ap- 
point a Commission to enquire into 
the question of technical education to 
the .ullest extent, travelling to Eng- 
land, France, Germany and the Un- 
ited States to look into the working of 
their systems.

Vancouver, Sept. 16—"“The Canadian 
banks will not lower the present rate 
of interest for some time to come.’ 

This was the definite announcement 
made today by Mr. Molson Macpher- 
Molsons bank; 


fon, president of the 
Mr. James Elliot, general manager, 
and Mr. H. Markland Molson, a di- 


rector, all of whom arrived in the city 
last night from Montreal, having vis- 
ited Winnipeg, Edmonton and Cal- 
gary en route 

Strange as it may first appear, the 
reason that there is no likelihood of 
the rate of interest dropping is be- 


cause of the increased prosperity of 
the country, which, in its enormous 
demand for money, will enable the 
banks to maintain the present high 
rates 

Discussing the financial situation, 
Mr. Elliot, whose remarks were en- 
dorsed by Mr. Maepherson, said; 

“The financial condition is now 
‘easy.’ The banks have a sufficient 


supply of money to move the crops, 
and it is, therefore, to be hoped that 
the farmers will immediately take 
their produce to market. It is the 
duty of the farmers this autumn to 
rush their grain east, so that as much 
as possible can be sent down the wat- 
erways before frost closes the harbor 
at Montreal, for as soon asthe produc 
is exported money will at once be 
available for the farmers to pay their 
debts, thus putting much-needed 
money into circulation and assisting 


to restore the market to its normal 
condition, There is no reason why 
the farmers should hold on to their 


grain, for the prices at the outset will 
be good, 

“Furthermore, by promptly selling 
their produce the farmers will be able 
to pay their debts and thus remove 
further interest that is piling up 
against them, besides ensuring ‘better 
conditions during the coming winter. 

“The country is growing at a re- 
markable rate and business increases 
at a greater ratio than the savings, so! 


that the savings are out and in de- 
mand all the time, and ineidentally 
keeping up the rates of interest.

Mr. Cooper was originally a stone. 
Mason in the north, and he com 
meneced his career as a bookmaker by 
making a “copper” book on a piece 
ot waste ground in his dinner houe 
From this humble beginning he in 


time rose to be one of the leading 
operators, everyone who went racing 
being acquainted with the firm of 


Cooper & Rowson 


Mr. Rowson, who predeceased his 
partner by two or three years, left 
onty about £30,000, but he probably 


spent as much as that on his family, 
the luxuries of life and in charity 
Mr. Cooper, unlike bis partner, was 
a bachelor, with inexpensive tastes. 
It was not to bookmaking exclusively 
that he owed his great fortune, tnough 
that provided him with the means of 
waking money in other directions 
Among other things, he was an exten 
ive landowner in Cheshire, 

There are several bookmakers whose 
resources must surpass even those of 
Mr. Cooper One member of the 
profession is a manufacturing station 
er on # very large seale, while two 
others have vast steel interests which 
Yield them a fortune every year.

Winnipeg, Sept. 16,—Prof. Robert 
Koch, discoverer of the 
tuberculosis, and the cholera germ, 
the most distinguished of all Germon 
scientists, is at present in the city, 

Dr. Koch arrived in New York from 
Germany in April last by the steam- 
ship Kronzprinzessin Cecille, the oe- 
casion being his first visit to America 
It was his intention to visit the chief 
cities of the United States, including 
Chicago, where’ he has a_ brother. 
From San Francisco he intended to 
sail tor Jepan, which was the prinei- 
pal place which he wished to vieil, Re- 
turning he was to cross Canada by the 
Cancidian Pacific, on the way beck to 
Germany, 

This plan Dr. Koch has carried out, 
He saw a number of American cities 
on the way west, visited Niagara Falls 
and was everywhere accorded a warm 
welcome, His arrival here was not 
noted by the local physicians, and 
few of them met the famous bacterio 
logis. 

Experiences in Africa. 

Prior to his present trip to Japan 
Dr, Koch had been engaged in Africa 
in studying the sleeping sickness. 


For his services in this cennection 
he was granted the title “Ge heim 
rath” by the German emperor. He 


Wis completely worn out by his in- 
cessant labors on the dark continent, 
the investigations being carried on 
under the most loathsome and repul- 
sive conditions, 

“Did you find your African experi- 
ence severe?” he was asked. 

“They were too severe,” was the re- 
ply. “ft hope I shall never have to go 
there again, I was in Africa on five 
uifferent occasions for scientific re- 
search, The last time | remained two 
years, and only returned about five 
months ago. My wife was with me 
part of the time, but had to” return 
tu the coast because the conditions 
where I was working were too bad. 
However, 1 never make any plans for 
the future. The iourth time 1 was in 
Africa IT thought I could never be in- 
duced to return, but a few months 
luter I was making preparations for 
my fifth journey.” 


Mrs, Koch, who accompanied her 
husband on his journey, talked with 
evident pride aboup nis work and 


achievements, “We are taking a long 
vacation,” she said, “because my hus- 
bend needs a complete rest after his 
work in Africa. He spent eighteen 
months on an island in Lake Victoria 
Nyanza, where he studied the ‘sleep- 
ing sickness,’ It is frightful dis- 
case, The first day the, patient is 
greatly excited, the second day he be- 
comes insane and on the third lapses 
into a comatose state that continues 
until death, which may not come for 
several days. While we were there 
more than a thousand blacks diéd ot 
it. | was proud, indeed, of Dr, Koch 
when he discovered the cause of the 
disease and found that his method 
would prevent it, 

“Sleeping sickness,’ he discovered, 
was caused by tiny germs known as 
tiypanoasomes, which are carried into 
the patient’s system through the bite 
of the tsetse fly, which is known sei- 
entiticatly as ‘Glossina Palpalis,’ 1r. 
Koch discovered that the only flies 
that carried the disease infeetion were 
those that had been fed on the blooa 
of crocodiles and hippotami, That is 
why he had to be on the island, where 
he could siudy those animale. He har 
recommended that every crocodile egy 
be destroved as rapidly as possible, 
and what is being done, As to the 
iemedy, he has evolved a preparation 
known as Atoxyl, It contains arsenic 
and when given ecrly enough it seems 
to be a remedy.” 

Biographical, 


Kobt. Koch, the famous German 
bacteriologist, was born at Klausthal 
(Hanover), in 1843, on Dee. 11, thus 


making him net quite 65 years of age 
at the present time, He studied medi- 
cine at the old university of Gottin- 
gen, and atterwards entered into prac- 
tice at Wallstein, It is said that al- 
most from his earliest infaney Koch 
was interested in the pursuit in which 
ve afterwards gained fame; and a! the 
age of ten he was engaged in experi- 
vents with chemicals and test tubes, 
mstead of joining his companions at 
play, At Wallstein he first became 
interested in that subdivision of med: 
cul science known as bacteriology 
Alter leaving college, he served aterm 
as assistant surgeon at the Hambuig 
general hospital, where he came in 
contact with many cases of tuberen- 
losis, and this is what, in all prob 
ability, turned his attention later to 
this ‘branch of science. At the begin 
ning of the Franco-Prussion war Dr, 
Koch offered his serv. tes, and went te 

e tront as surgeon to a Prussian 
regiment, This position he held dar- 
ing the whole term of the war. 

In 1876 Dr. Koch, then 33 years o! 
age, obtained a pure culture of anth- 
tax bacillus, and later he announced 
a method of preventive inoculation 
against that hitherto fatal disease, 
Anthrax is a disease that arises from 
the infectious presence in the blood 
and tissues of a minute organism 
Tae Keeh cure is'now universally rec- 
ognized, and used by medical science 
kor seven years Dr. Koch worked on 
the perfection of this one remedy, 

In 1882, by which time Dr Koch wa- 
well known to the scientific world, on 
aecount of minor discoveries and svi- 
entific publications, he discovered the 
baculus of tubercuiosis, and in the 
following year, having been sent by 
the German government to Egypt ana 
India to study Asiatic cholera, he dis- 
covered the “comma bacillus’ as the 
origin of that dread disease. 

In 1890 the world sang with the 
tame of Dr, Koch, his lame passing 
ar beyond the  scientifie world to 
which hitherto it was confined. He 
tad prepared ¢ tuberculin agent whieh 
exercised an inimical influence upon 
the growth of the tuberele bavilius, 
which in fact would cure consump.

UPPER PEACE RIVER 


Prospector From the Finlay River 
District Thinks Steamers Wil! 
Soon Be Running Above Cust's 


House and on The Finlay. 


Frank M. Anderson, the Finlay 
River prospector, whose story of his 
trip to that new El Dorado, near the 
head waters 6f the Peace River ap- 
peared in the Bulletin several days 
aga, leaves shortly on return to the 
north, where he will contintie. his 
prakpecting this fall, 

In conversation with a reporter yes- 
terday afternoon, Me. Anderson gave 
some further intefesting information 
as to the methods of transportation 
in the head waters of the Peace; bet 
ween fonr and five hundred miles 
northwest of. Edmonton. 

At the present time the Peace River 
steamer runs from the Peace Rive 
Crossing as far as Hudson's Hape, 
at the foot of the Peace River canyon. 
Fram there is a portage of twelve 
miles ta Cust’s house. This is the 
heal of the Canyon. 

“Tam very sure,’’ said Mr, Ander 
son, that the steamer could run from 
there up as far as thirty miles above 
Fort Graham, The total distance of 
navigation from Oust’s House is one 
hundred and cighty miles. There are 
only two rapids which would be a 
little difficult-to traverse. The first 
rapid is called Palapaw Rapids, and 
the next one is caller’ Finlay Rapids. 

‘T think if there was enough power 
on the boat it could go through these 
rapids without any trouble, especially 
in the spring, when the rains are 
eg The Finlay rives commences 
to fall fronr the 26th. of July.’ 

Mr, Anderson thinks these~ two 
rapids’ could be made navigable easily 
He i¢ of the opinion, that about twu 
hundéed pounds df dynamite would 
blast athe boulders out. The work 
couldgbe done easily in the fall, while 
the rivers are at the low stage, some 
time fi October. 

Speaking of Finlay river transporta- 


tion, Mr. Anderson is of the opinion 
that there will be a steamer on ‘the 
Finlay river soon, as the Hudson's 


Bay Qompany have posts al) through 
that scountry. If some company 
would put a steamer on the Finlay, in 
all probability the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
panes would ship all their northera 
supplies ip that distriet through this 
route, as they could ship the goods 
with their own steamer as far us 
Hudson's Hope. This route will 
likely prove the cheapest of any to 
the district through which the Finlay 
flows. 

For.a quick trip up to the Finlay. 
Mr. Andetsom says the shortest and 
mosi expeditious wag is as follows: 
By the Midvight Sun steamer from 
Athabasea Tending as fer as the 
mouth of the Slave River. Here is a 
portage of 16 miles to the head of 
the rapids From there the Northern 
Light runs to the west end of Lesser 
Slave Lake toth these steamers “give 
good? accommodation and the mem- 
bers °of the Northern Transportation 
Company gladly furnish any informa. 
tion®in their’ power. The portage 
north brings the traveller to the Peace 
River Crossing, and from thence the 
steafher is taken to Hudson's Hope 
The remainder of the trip is mide by 
portage and pack-horse. 

Mr. Anderson reports the crops good 
in the Peace River district and no 
touch of frost had come up to the time 
he came through to Edmonton, Lota 
of game is reported in the mountains 
including grizzly bears, goats, cari- 
hoo, black-tail deer, mountain sneep 
and all kinds of fish, including the 
finest trout, The most beautiful 
scenery is to be found also in the 
Rocky Mountains on the  Ossepecia 
and the Omenicea rivers. 


NOT BECAUSE OF FEAR. 
The Kaiser Reluctantly Consegted Not to 
Go Into French Territory. 


Paris, Sept. 16--Dispatches from Mul- 
hausen, Alsace-Lorraine, says that the 
real reason of the German emperor's sud- 
den abandonment ef his exeursion into 
French tervitory a few daysago was, ac- 
cording to the police, the presence of 
French anarchists in the district which 
the emperor proposed to visit. At the 
last moment the police learned that two 
Vreneh anarchists had gone to the fron- 
tier with bombs, This information camé 
too late to permit the police to follow 
and intercept the men ,the description 
of whom was vague, 

According to the Emperor himself he 
was appealed to not to cross the frontier 
and he relictantly consented,not through 
fear, but in view of the unpleasant con- 
sequences that were certain to follow an 
orcurrence of any untoward incident 
while he was in French territory. 


Calls Halt in This Gamble. 


London, Sept. 16—The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette says it is time the gamble in var- 
ious light and power companies abroad, 
especially the group under Canadian 
control, was ended, The prices at which 
these issues are being rapidly taken up 
are out of all proportion to their intrin- 
sic value, this being the result of kindly 
puffing in the British press.

WHICH WAY? 


Protect Existing Forests or Plant New 
Ones? 


“Ti you draw the attention of the 
man in the street’ to our rapidly ¢i- 
minishing eupplies of timoer he will 
in nine cases out of ten say, ‘Yes, 
that’s so. Why, the government ought 
to go to work and plant up the open 
spots.” Let us examine the practica- 
bility of such a scheme. With a large 
md well equipped nursery for the 
growing of forest tree scedlings, and 
wih lwbor at $2 per day it is possible 
to reduce the cost of planting, tive 
feet apart each way, to between $7 and 
$8 per acre, For sake of argument, 
et as assume that it can be done for 
$5 per acre, or $3,200 per square mile 
Ai this rate the planting of a town- 
ship only six miles square would re- 
quire the enormous expenditure of 
$115,200. The ‘man in the street’ will 
do some pretty hard thinking before 
he will consent to pay his share of 
the cost of such an undertaking, yet 
be will read in his morning paper 
that thirty townehips, or more than a 
thousand) square miles of woodlands 
in Northern Alberta, Saskatchewan 
ov Muaniteba have been destroyed by 
fire, and searcely give the matter a

“Would it not be very much more 
to the purpose to take time by the 
iorelock and use the money required 
to plant wp a single township for the 
timaintenanee of an efficient fire rang- 
ing system, similar to the one already 
esablished in Ontario?

Ome nian paid $2.50 for a promising- 
looking parcel which, when opened, was 
found tc contain an undershirt and/ an 
old pa's of shoes which were several 
sizes too small for him. Another paid 
$7 for what turned out to be a roll of 
wallpaper, He was a bachelor, Still an- 
other paid over $2 for a case of eggs 
which had been stored for over a year. 
Upon opening the case it was found that 
the eggs were all dried up inside the 
shell. These are but a few incidents of 
the many cases in which the purchasers 
ot the worst of the bargain, The sale re- 
vealed the fact that a surprisingly large 
amount of old clothing and second hand
